; country," Dr. Erie Marcus testi- 
fied Thursday at Sirhan's mur- 
der trial, Hearing the end of its 
,11th week. "He thought he knew 
What was best for society." 


Marcus was scheduled to wind 


,up his testimony today. He was 
appointed by the Superior Court 
to examine Slrhan soon after 
Kennedy was assassinated last 
June S, but testified for the de- 
fense. 


The defense said it would call 


next Dr. Bernard Dymond, a 
psychiatrist who Is considered a 
.leading expert in the concept 
of 
diminished 
responsibility, 


that's the plea by which Sir- 
han's defenders hope to save 
him from the gas chamber. 
.Dymond, assistant dean in the 
school of crimology at the Uni- 
versity of California Berkeley 
campus, hypnotized Slrhan to 
have him recall the shooting of 
Kennedy. 


Grant Cooper, chief defense 


attorney, said Dymond was the 
only major witness remaining 
and that he would be on the 
stand about three or four days. 


;:Marcus told the jury of eight 


'rrfen and four women that Sir- 
nan "is mentally disturbed and 
became

spring last year. The mental 
disturbance was relevant and 
directly related to his political 
views and feelings toward Rob- 
ert Kennedy." 


Sirhan had written in his dia- 


ries that Kennedy, the president 
and

should be assassinated. 


Sirhan's erratic, irrational 


and rambling writings, Marcus 
said, are "very, very typical 
and similar to the notebooks, di- 
aries and letters of Insane peo- 
ple who have written threaten- 
ing letters to presidents."

vid NtxFitts that the 25-year-old 
Jordanian felt himself a part of 
the ArafcWfcraeli war. But he dis- 
agreed that Sirhan's Arab back- 
ground and intense nationalism 
diminished the value of the psy- 
chological tests.

Two Shakes 
Won't Hurt 
Computer 


SOCORRO, N.M. (AP) - A 


computer at New Mexico Tech 
has had to shakes lately, but 
will recover. 


Scientists are merely subject- 


ing it to simulated earth trem- 
ors in an effort to unlock one of 
the planet's mysteries. 


The scientists are an explo- 


sives engineer and a seismolo- 
gist embarked on a research 
project that might lead one day 
to accurate prediction of earth- 
quakes. 


"Learning more about earth- 


quakes 
doesn' t 
necessarily 


mean we can prevent them, but 
It might well lead to predicting 
them/' said Merle Hanson, the 
engineer. 


Hanson and Dr. Allan San- 


ford, an earthquake specialist, 
have taught the computer to 
simulate 
earthquakes. 
They 


have been working on the proj- 
ect for two years. 


"There is very little man can 


do until he understands more 
about the causes and nature of 
earthquakes," Hanson said. 


"We try to duplicate those 


tings we can't see or measure." 


To do this, the computer takes 


a 
hypothetical 
block of the 


earth's crust 
and induces a 


shock at one point, much as 
scientists think a shock in the 
earth's crust produces an earth- 
quake. 


The computer then measures 


the 
effect 
of the simulated 


shock, printing the results on a 
chart just as a seismograph 
measuring a real earthquake 
does. 


When Hanson and Sanford dis- 


cover a computer earthquake 
that matches a real earthquake 
recorded in the central New 
Mexico area, they study both in 
detail. 


He said the work with the 


computer may help solve the 
cause of a series of earthquakes 
in the Denver, Colo,, area in re- 
cent years. 


Some seismologists said the 


tremors were induced by pump- 
ing chemical wastes under pres- 
sure into deep disposal wells 
near Denver. 


"There seems to be strong 


correlation between these waste 
deposits and the sudden occur- 
rence of earthquakes," Hanson 
said. "But no one could develop 
firm conclusions.

HOPE NEWSPAPER HISTORY: 


The 1929 consolidation joined the 
two principal 
newspaper lines 


dating back to within five years 
of Hope's incorporation in 1875. 


1899 —Star of Hope found- 


ed as a weekly by Claude Me- 
Corkle; converted to an evening 
daily by his son, Ed. McCorkfc, 
publishing until the 1929 con- 
solidation. 


The opposition line: 
1880 —Hope News founded by 


Lowry Brothers. 


1883 -Sold to Withers & John- 


son, name changed to Hope Tele- 
graph. 


1883 
— Later in same year 


resold to Claude McCorkle and 
renamed Hope Mercury. 


1884 —Sold to James H. Belts, 


who named it Hope Gazette, under 
which name it was published con- 
tinuously until 1922, published by 
Betts, J.L. Tullis, andCol.W.W. 
Folsom the last-named dying in 
1916. 


1916 —Parkins iGatesbought 


the weekly Gazette and made It 
a companion paper to their new 
daily, Arkansas Evening Herald 
—but both papers suspended in 
1922,

— Plant was revived by 


Curtis Cannon as the weekly 
Hempstead County Review. 
1927 —Cannon sold plant to 


D.A. Gean, who established the 
morning Hope Daily Press.

And senators who tried two 


years ago to abolish the SACB 
as a do-nothing agency indicat- 
ed they would not oppose Otep- 
ka's confirmation even though 
they might continue efforts to 
cut the board's funds. 


The board, which owes its ex- 


istence largely to support from 
Senate Republican Leader Ev- 
erett M. Dirksen, has had its 
mandate to say who is a Com- 
munist nearly demolished by 
the Supreme Court. 


Ironically, Otepka reportedly 


owes his appointment largely to 
Dirksen although the minority 
leader denies it. 


Otepka, who was the State De- 


partment's chief security eval- 
uator, was dismissed in Novem- 
ber 1963, after superiors ac- 
cused him of supplying docu- 
ments and information to the 
Senate Internal Security sub- 
committee 
without 
authoriza- 


tion. 


Shortly before his dismissal 


all of the senators on the sub- 
committee joined in a letter to 
former Secretary of State Dean

In December 1967, after re-

Works With Speech Problems 


THE DOCTOR SAYS 


Moon's Climate 
Unfriendly to Man 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Fantasies of 30 years ago 


about persons landing on the 
moon are soon to become 
reality. Finding a comfort- 
able spot on the moon for 
colonization is, however, still 
pure fantasy. Even man- 
made machines will find the 
climate most unfriendly. 


Here are some of the prob- 


lems our space explorers 
will have to contend with. 
Since the total volume of the 
earth is 80 times as great 
as that of the moon, the 
latter is unable to retain a 
mixture of nitrogen, oxygen, 
carbon dioxide and water 
vapor such as that which en- 
velops the earth. This atmos- 
phere not only provides the 
elements needed to support 
both plant and animal life 
but also protects us from a 
high concentration of ultra- 
violet, infrared and cosmic 
rays and from small meteor- 
ites. Furthermore, the at- 
mosphere is necessary to 
conduct sound and heat and 
to disperse light. 


On the moon, the days and 


nights each last about 14 of 
our days. During the day the 
temperature is about 135 and 
at night about —186. Severe 
as these extremes are, their 
hazards are increased by the 
fact that it takes only 15 
minutes to go from one to 
the other. We can't be sure, 
however, that some heat- 
and cold-resistant germs that 
can live in a vacuum in a 
state of suspended anima- 
tion are not ready to come 
out of their hibernation and 
infect us, 


In order to survive on the 


moon, some means must be 
found to take a part of our 
friendly environment along 


and preserve it. Scientists 
believe that this can be done, 
if at all, only by burrowing 
far beneath the moon's sur- 
face and living in the moon 
rather than on it. It is char- 
acteristic of man that he 
does not consider any prob- 
1 e m 
insurmountable 
pro- 


vided he can correctly de- 
fine it. Only the most ven- 
turesome, however, are like- 
ly to want to go to the moon. 
It may be a great place to 
visit but I, for one, wouldn't 
want to live there.

SAIGON (AP) - 
The Viet 


Cong and North Vietnamese 
smashed at American bases 
with renewed fury today, htttlftg 
them with rockets, mortars aad 
infantry assaults that caused se* 
rious casualties and losses of 
aircraft, vehicles and fuel. 


In one of the heaviest series of 


blows since the opening of the 
spring offensive 27 nights ago, 
enemy rockets and mortars hit 
65 allied bases and towns, and 
Infantry assallts ripped Into 
three of the bases. 


It was the largest number of 


attacks since last Friday, when 
70 bases and towns were hit. 


All of the enemy infantry at- 


tacks were on American bases 
along the northwest approaches 
to Saigon, between 31 and 51 
miles from the capital. Twelve 
Americans were killed and 47 
wounded, while known enemy 
losses were 
38 dead, U.S. 


spokesmen said. 


Ten of the Americans were 


killed and 28 were wounded In 
one attack on an artillery base. 


Spokesmen said only five ene- 


my bodies were found alter an 
estimated 400 North Vietnamese 
attacked the U.S. 1st Air Caval- 
ry Division's Fire Support Base
